The proposition of Wm. W. Wehrle 


and Edward Thomas for the Wehrle 
Stove company 
and the James E. 


Thomas company respectively, to es- 
tablish new factories on the Forry 
farm in the west end of the city, em- 
ploying about 850 men, on condition 
that the Board of Trade sell 200 lots 
into which, the Forry place is to be di- 
vided, at a'n average price of $250, has 
met with a very favorable reception in 
Newark. 


The unanimity with which the pro- 


ject is endorsed is very gratifying to 
the directors of the Board of 
Trade 


who have entered into an agreement 
with Messrs. Wehrle tind Thomas. 


A few of the business men of the 


city met late Tuesday afternoon at the 
Peoples National Bank to discuss the 
matter in the presence of 
Messrs. 


Wehrle and Thomas. President F. M. 
Black of the Board of Trade outlined 
the proposition which was stated fully 
in these columns Tuesday 
evening. 


Then Mr. William W. Wehrle followed 
with a general talk on his ,plans and 
Mr. Thomas1 explained in detail the 
Thomas company's intention to build a 


'~ big Iron" mill in "West -Newark. 
The 


discussion after this became general 
and every man who spoke approved 
the contract that had been entered in- 
to by the Board of Trade directors 
•with Messrs. Wehrle and Thomas. 


The sentiment of the meeting was 


expressed in the following resolution 
•which was adopted unanimously: 
To the Citizens of Newark, Ohio: 


We, the 
undersigned citizens of 


Newark, Ohio, having carefully inves- 
tigated and examined the propositions 
of Messrs. Wehrle and Thomas, to 
'erect and operate two large plants In 
this 'city, employing between SOO and 
1000 men, upon the simple condition 
that the Board of Trade sell 200 lots at 
an average 'price of $250 each ,by the 
15th day of January, 1903. unhesitat-

plus stock available. 


"It is therefore deemed prudent tc 


do now what was done about 30 years 
ago; that is, in 1873, when the stock- 
holders 
practically authorized the 


stock to be increased to about double

The heroi&ui of Henri Pommicr, as- 


sistant engineer, the principal actor on 
the- occasion, is enhanced fruui the fact 
that'. he saved a life us well as restored 
to use furnaces and machinery abso- 
lutely indispensable to the navigation 
of the ship. 


Again is the performance of Pommier 


exceptional because nearly all ' in- 
stances of bravery recorded of sailors 
are/in the navigation or deck depart- 
ment and not in the engineering force. 


At. about six bells of the afternoon 


watch, 
the 
sea being exceedingly 


rough, a gale screeching through guys, 
stays; and the manifold gear around 
the -ndley back and the ship rolling in 
the trough of the peaked waves, an as- 
sistant reported to M. Hochet that the 
fires under the after funnel were burn- 
ing low and could not be revived. 


The chief engineer divined that the 


Uirefe ton damper within the funnel 
had become unlatched from its catch 
arid had fallen into a horizontal posi- 
tion, shutting off the draft 
While the 


vessel had been laid up for her over- 
hattting the damper had been kept 
closed to prevent dust from falling into 
the grates. 
When turned up, it had 


probably not been secured properly or 
else the latch was defective. 


Pierre Yvot, a greaser, was ordered 


up the iron ladder to peep over the 
brink into the huge stack. Yvot was 
overcome by the gas and hung bal- 
anced, senseless, on the edge of the 
funnel. 
As the steamer rocked or 


pitched he was in peril of plunging 
either down the chimney or falling 
upon the fidley back. In the oue event 
he would have dropped through the 
trapdoorlike damper, to be roasted. In 
the other he would have been dashed to 
death. 


Poinmier jumped to the rungs of the 


vertical ladder, 'cHrabecMfe the top of 
thg^Cunnel and brought down from his 
critical position the insensible greaser, 
who -was borne to the hospital, where 
he was soon revived. 


The heavy damper, -which had sbalfen 


ioose and closed itsejf, had then to be 
:urned and secured. Pommier, cheered 
jy his shipmates, again ascended to 
.he edge of the stack and risked his life 
by allowing a seaman to grasp him by 
the ankles while he hung bead down. 
with a sponge tied to mouth and nos- 
trils, within the chimney, until he had 
secured with extra lashings the damper 
to the inside of the funnel. The shut- 
off is nearly nine feet below the edge 
of the stack. 


He accomplished this feat and re- 


turned to the fidley back unharmed. 
while his comrades congratulated him. 


Upon the arrival of the liner at Havre 


Commander Verlynde reported Pom- 
mier 's bravery to the head offices of 
La Compagnie Generale Transatlan- 
tique in Paris. Straightway was re- 
turned by telegraph an order promot- 
ing Pommier to a full eiigiuecrship and 
awarding him a "special gratification" 
or prize in iaon.ey.

At the time the Spanish war brok< 
out be was a lieutenant in the Unitet 
States signal corps and, with his com 
pany, was sent to Havana. After leav 
ing the signal service he decided to re 
main in Cuba and establish a news bu 
reau in the capital. Gradually he ex 
tended the usefulness of this bureau 
until it became the medium for convey 
ing cipher messages sent by individuals 
not only to the United States, but to va 
rious West .Indian countries. One of his 
most frequent patrons was a man who 
evidently was indulging in a politica 
intrigue on a large scale, and the younj 
American's-curiosity grew as the days 
passed by and he could learn nothing 
of his mysterious visitor's identity. 


Just about this time a rumor arose in 


the Cuban capital to the effect that ex 
President Jiminez of Santo Domingo 
who was supposed to be in hiding in 
the" -vicinity of Havana, contemplated 
leading a movement to regain the pow- 
er he had lost.

while (lie juices of the stomach do not. 
It follows-, then, that the method of pro- 
paring the feed that will induce the 
steer to chew it the most thoroughly 
and for the lonuyst time will secure the 
grc.-ilest amount of saliva mixed with 
the feed and the greatest amount of 
starch changed to a form that will build 
up the steer's body. 


When grain and roughage arc mixed 


together, the stew eat-; slowly, giving 
much time for the food to become sat- 
urated with the saliva a 
saliva to act on the starch. When the 
food is swallowed, it goes from the 
mouth to the paunch. When the food 
reaches the paunch, the finer portions, 
such as grain fed alone, are forced di- 
rectly into the third stomach and on- 
ward. The coarse food and the grain 
mixed with it, when the grain is thor- 
oughly mixed with the roughage, are j 
held for quite awhile in the paunch, 
where the saliva and the water xvhich 
the steer drinks make them soft and 
moist and the saliva continues to 
change the starch to sugar. After the 
coarse feed has remained in the paunch 
until it is thoroughly softened it is 
brought back into the mouth and re- 
chewed as tbe cud. This allows more 
saliva to be mixed with it, which in 
turn changes more starch into sugar, 
and the rechewing reduces the food to 
a greater fineness. The second time 
the food is swallowed it passes to the 
paunch, and the fine particles go to the 
third and fourth stomachs, where the 
actiou of saliva, ceases. 


"When the grain is fed separately from 


the roughage, the animal chews it but 
little, swallows it quickly, it stays but 
a short time in the paunch, and but a 
small portion or none is brought up 
with the cud and remasticaied. This 
allov.-s for slight action only of the sa- 
liva. The starch, which forms 72 per 
cent of corn, is not acted on by the 
gastric juice of the stomach, and the 
large proportion, which has not been 
changed by the saliva, passes to the 
intestines undigested. 
Some of 
the 


juices of the intestines change the 
Stan-h to KULMr, but what remains un- 
changed irritntes the intestines, pro- 
ducing looseness and scouring.
